2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In claims 1 and 3, the 
magnetoresistive device (claim 1) or thin film magnetic head (claim 3) having each of the 
electrode layers includes a first layer laid over part of the one of the surfaces of the MR element 
and a second layer overlapping the first layer and electrically connected to the first layer is 
neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record. Kautzky (US 6,344,953), Pinarbasi (US 
2003/0179509) and Pinarbasi (US 6,226,158) disclose a lead layer that is laid over the MR 
sensor but do not have a second layer overlapping and connected to the first layer.
